were saved.”

MORRIS IS TAKING DOPE CURE 


Marietta, Ga., Aug. 17.—A small but well organized 
mob took Leo M. Frank from the state prison farm at 
Milledgeville last night, brought him IOO miles to almost 
within sight of the former home of Mary Phagan, the girl 
he was charged with killing, and hanged him to a tree. 
The body, barefooted and clad only in trousers and shirt, 
was found at 8:30 this morning. 
It is believed the lynching occurred about daylight. 
While officers searched about Milledgeville, local officers 
noted that automobiles had left this city in the direction 
of Milledgeville last night. 
Officers started on the road the automobiles had trav­ 
eled and they had gone but two miles when they saw the 
body of Frank not more than 150 yards from the road­ 
side. 
The news spread rapidly, and within a short time 
hundreds crowded the Roswell road on their way to the 
scene. 
It is believed now the stop at the bridge over Little 
river near Eatonton, when the mob members talked loud­ 
ly and fired many shots, was a ruse to delay anyone who 
might be pursuing them. If such was the intention they 
were successful. At the time search was made at the 
bridge it is probable Frank had already met his death. 
/ 
By IO o’clock many women and children mingled with 
the men in the woods at the edge of which the body still 
hung. At that hour no effort had been made to dispose 
of the body. Frank’s body was cut down at 10:15 o’clock. 
A citizen spoke to the crowd, demanding mutilation 
of the body. Newton Morris spoke immediately after, 
and pleaded with the throng to allow an inquest to take 
proper course. 
As there was evident difference of opinion, a vote 
was taken. It was overwhelmingly in favor of allowing 
Coroner Booth to take charge of the body. It was then 
cut down and the two-mile trip to Marietta was started. 
At the suggestion of Newton Morris, the body was 
taken from an undertaker’s wagon and put in an automo­ 
bile on the outskirts of town. The automobile started to­ 
ward Atlanta.

~ Milledgeville, Ga., Aug. 17.—“I was called to the door 
just as I was preparing to retire,” said Capt. J. M. Burke, 
superintendent of the state prison farm today. “Two men 
grabbed' me and snapped handcuffs on me. Two others 
stood guard. 
“There was no use to squirm, as they had come for 
Leo Frank and were going to get him. I was pushed 
up against the wall, and then a demand was made for the 
gate to open. The gate was Unlocked and Sam Hester, a 
night guard, came forward. He was covered and ordered 
to throw up his hands. A half dozen men rushed by me 
and made a dash for Frank’s room. 
“One of the prisoners declared four men took Frank 
by the arms and legs and a fifth caught him by the hair. 
He was dragged with his body bumping down the steps. 
Frank groaned from pain from handling him. The affair 
was over in five minutes, it seemed to me. Only a few 
words were spoken. A leader did ail the talking. 
“Only two of the men were masked, but I did not rec­ 
ognize any of them. The leader said, ‘Now, boys, for the 
swamps.’ Then in less time than it takes to tell it they 
were off and I could see the lights flashing as they went

Tokio, August 
17.—Now that the 
danger of war with China is over all 
Japan and Korea is engaged in mak­ 
ing supplies for Russia and 
her al­ 
lies. 
The w'ar brought big financial losses 
to Japan, but the gaps are being fill­ 
ed in part by the furnishing of guns, 
ammunition and general 
necessities 
to the armies at the front, particular­ 
ly the armies of Russia. 
Officially, Japan has given increas­ 
ed practical expression of her friend- 
sbip toward Russia bygoing to the 
limit of dismantling some of her for­ 
tifications on the northeastern coast 
of the empire. Big coast guns strip­ 
ped from 
these 
fortifications 
have 
been shipped 
to 
Vladivostock 
and 
thence forward to Galicia to strength­ 
en the big gun artillery of the armies 
of the czar. 
Americans who visit Japan are 
especially astonished at the almost 
limitless number of tiny shops in the 
big cities of this nation—miles upon 
miles of streets filled w’ith them—all 
occupied in making something when 
they are not selling something. These 
shops are really the factories of the 
empire. It is here that cloth goods 
and innumerable articles 
needed to 
keep huge armies 
in 
supplies 
are 
turned out, handed over to commis 
sion merchants, assembled in 
great 
quantities and distributed to Russia, 
France and even England. 
The cor­ 
respondent of the Associated Press is 
informed by a reliable authority that 
practically every household in Korea 
is hard at w'ork 
making 
cloth for 
Russia. It is sent to Moscow and oth­ 
er points and manufactured into uni 
forms, blankets, coverings and wrap­ 
pings. 
Korea also is making large quanti 
ties of boots and ammunition cases 
Major Papovski and another Russian 
officer have just arrived to take over 
at Seoul the fourth consignment of 
orders manufactured by a tanning 
company near 
Seoul 
consisting 
of 
40,000 pairs of boots and 30,000 am­ 
munition cases. 
The Japan Celluloid Co. at Aboshi 
near Kobe, has abandoned temporari­ 
ly the celluloid business for the more 
profitable business of making explo 
sires. This company recently receiv­ 
ed an order from the Russian gov 
eminent for 440 tons ot gun cotton, 
to be delivered before 
the 
end of 
the year. 
A 
test of the explosives 
having proved satisfactory, the first 
installment, consisting of fifteen tons 
w’as dispatched to Petrograd. 
The 
Aboshi factory is said to be turning 
out two to three tons of explosives 
daily. 
Leather materials, belts, pouches 
and sacks are manufactured at To 
kio. A series of temporary sheds have 
bemi erected on vacant land near the 
houses of the diet, and they are busy 
night and day. 
The production of rifles in Japan is 
limited in capacity compared to oth­ 
er countries, and Japan is anxious to 
fill out her own reserve stock 
The 
available number 
of 
rifles for the 
reserve strength 
of 
the 
Japanese 
army is estimated at 500,000, and it 
is understood that the 
general staff 
of the army is desirous of increasing 
tho number to one million. 
It has 
learned a lesson from the unprepar 
edness of the allies with respect to 
guns and ammunition and from 
the 
vast expenditure of ammunition dem 
onstrated to be necessary to the sue 
cessful conduct of modern wars. Ja­ 
pan therefore means to get ready her 
self along the lines revealed by the 
international war. 
This 
has 
naturaly 
reduced 
the 
quantity of manufactured material 
available for Russia; still, Japan is 
doing a great deal, especially in the 
direction of pow'der and small ammu­ 
nition. The powder is 
sent over to 
Russia and there used for the manu 
facture of 
shrapnel 
and 
explosive 
shells. 
The private output of guns and am 
munition Is, generally speaking, con 
trolled by the Mitsui and Okura com 
panics, who attend to the distribution

Kansas City. Mo., Aug. 17.—In re­ 
sponse to a call issued August 9 by 
the Kansas City Commercial club for 
a conference concerning a report of 
Lieut. Col. Herbert Dekyne, w-ar de­ 
partment engineer on the advisability 
of improving the 
Missouri river at 
government 
expense, 
congressmen, 
delegates from the river association 
and representatives from commercial 
and civic organizations from Missouri, 
Kansas, iowa, Minnesota and Nebras­ 
ka met here today. 
In his report, Lieut. Col. Deakyne 
asserted that “the present and reason­ 
able prospective commerce of the Mis­ 
souri river between Kansas City and 
the mouth was not sufficient to war­ 
rant the continuance of the present 
project.” 
He recommended that the 
present project be modified Wo a s ‘to 
provide for snagging* alone at an esti­ 
mated cost cf $40,000 per year, and 
that ail other work be stopped. 
The plan for improving the Missouri 
river as outlined by ii commission of 
army engineers, and approved by con­ 
gress, was to appropriate $20,000,000 
at the rate of $2,000,000 a year for ten 
years, to clear the rive*-, so as to in­ 
sure a 6-foot channel, adequate for 
navigation purposes from Kansas City 
to St. Louis. Six million dollars have 
been appropriated for the work since 
1910. 
Discussing the report of Lieut. Col. 
Deakyne, Congressman \V. P. Borland 
of Kansas City, said: 
“A crisis has come for the indus­ 
tries of the Missouri Valley. 
If this 
section of the country, located the 
farthest of any on a natural trade 
route, is to derive any benefit from 
the Panama canal, the improvement 
of the Missouri river is instantly ap­ 
parent. 
The Mississippi 
river 
pre­ 
sents a natural outlet into the Gulf 
of Mexico for South American trade. 
lf this is taken advantage of, especial­ 
ly by our grain shippers, additional 
profit can be secured through the cut­ 
ting out of the middleman in the form 
of the English jobber. 
“As the situation now stands, we 
ship raw- wheat to England, chiefly to 
Liverpool, where it is turned into the 
finished product and sent in English 
bags to the South American tradlr. 
English labor benefits thereby and 
the by-products are lost to us in the 
transaction. 
With the establishment 
of hydro-electric plants in the Mis­ 
souri Valley, and there are many fine 
points where they are available, the 
middleman is cut out and additional 
profit is put into the pocket of the 
grower. 
“The same situation holds good for 
much of our canned goods and com­ 
modities. 
With direct trade routes 
long hauls are obviated and additional 
profits enjoyed by tile producers. Rail­ 
road freight rates have been brought 
down by the recent activity of the 
river, showing the result of healthy 
competition."

Marietta, Ga., Aug. 17—A small but well organized 
mob took Leo M. Frank from the state prison farm at 
Milledgeville last night, brought him IOO miles to almost 
within sight of the former home of Mary Phagan, the girl 
he was charged with killing, and hanged him to a tree. 
The body, barefooted and clad only in trousers and shirt, 
was found at 8:30 this morning. 
It is believed the lynching occurred about daylight. 
While officers searched about Milledgeville, local officers 
noted that automobiles had left this city in the direction 
of Milledgeville last night. 
Officers started on the road the automobiles had trav­ 
eled and they had gone but two miles when they saw the 
body of Frank not mole than 150 yards from the road­ 
side. 
The news spread rapidly, and within a short time 
hundreds crowded the Roswell road on their way to the 
scene. 
It is believed now the stop at the bridge over Little 
river near Eatonton, when the mob members talked loud­ 
ly and fired many shots, was a ruse to delay anyone who 
might be pursuing them. If such was the intention they 
were successful. At the time search was made at the 
bridge it is probable Frank had already met his death. 
By IO o’clock many women and children mingled with 
the men in the woods at the edge of which the body still 
hung. At that hour no effort had been made to dispose 
of the body. Frank’s body was cut down at 10:15 o’clock. 
A citizen spoke to the crowd, demanding mutilation 
of the body. Newton Morris spoke immediately after, 
and pleaded with the throng to allow an inquest to take 
proper course. 
As there was evident difference of opinion, a vote 
was taken. It was ovei’whelmingly in favor of allowing 
Coroner Booth to take charge of the body. It was then 
cut down and the two-mile trip to Marietta was started. 
At the suggestion of Newton Morris; the body was 
taken from an undertaker’s wagon and put in an automo­ 
bile on the outskirts of town. The automobile started to­ 
ward Atlanta.

St. Louis Man Admitted to General

After using: “dope” for more than 
tweyty-six years, Frank Morris, a na­ 
tive of St. Louis, who arrived in Se­ 
dalia from Kansas City last Saturday 
night, appeared at the General hospi­ 
tal Sunday morning and asked the 
head nurse where he could find a phy­ 
sician. 
Several hours later he was admitted 
to the institution and placed in the 
ward for those who are receiving the 
cure.

period of a short time before he will 
be able to leave the hospital, a cured 
man. 
At the present time, Morris is the 
only patient confined in the hospital 
receiving the “dope” cure.

Story of the Kidnaping. 
Milledgeville, Ga., Aug. 17.—“I was called to the door 
just as I was preparing to retire,” said Capt. J. M. Burke, 
superintendent of the state prison farm today. “Two men 
grabbed me and snapped handcuffs on me. Two others 
stood guard. 
“There was no use to squirm, as they had come for 
Leo Frank and were going to get him. I was pushed 
up against the wall, and then a demand was made for the 
gate to open. The gate was unlocked and Sam Hester, a 
night guard, came forward. He was covered and ordered 
to throw up his hands. A half dozen men rushed by me 
and made a dash for Frank’s room. 
“One of the prisoners declared four men took Frank 
by the arms and legs and a fifth caught him by the hair. 
He was dragged with his body bumping down the steps. 
Frank groaned from pain from handling him. The affair 
was over in five minutes, it seemed to me. Only a few 
words were spoken, A leader did all the talking. 
“Only two of the men were masked, but I did not rec­ 
ognize any of. them.

Japan Celluloid Company at Abashi 
Near Kobe, H as Abandoned Cel­ 
luloid Business and Now 
Turns Out Explosives. 


Tok in. August 
17.—Now 
that the 
danger of war with China is over all 
Japan and Korea is engaged in mak­ 
ing supplies for Russia and 
her al­ 
lies. 
The war brought big financial losses 
to Japan, but the gaps are being fill­ 
ed in, part by the furnishing of guns, 
ammunition and general 
necessities 
to the armies at tile front, particular­ 
ly the armies of Russia. 
•Officially, Japan has given increas­ 
ed practical expression of her friend­ 
ship toward Russia by going 
to the 
limit of dismantling some of her for­ 
tifications on the 
northeastern coast 
of the empire. Rig coast guns strip­ 
ped from 
these 
fortifications 
have 
been shipped 
to 
Vladivostock 
and 
thence forward to Galicia to strength 
on the big gun artillery of the armies 
of the czar. 
— 
Americans 
who visit Japan are 
especially astonished 
at 
the almost 
limitless number of tiiry shops in the 
big cities of this nation—miles upon 
miles of streets filled with them—all 
occupied in making something when 
they are not selling something. These 
shops are really the factories of the 
empire. It is here 
that 
cloth goods 
and innumerable articles 
needed to 
keep huge armies 
in 
supplies 
are 
turned out, handed over to commis 
aion merchants, assembled in 
great 
quantities and distributed to Russia, 
France and even England. 
The cor 
respondent of the Associated Press is 
informed by a reliable authority that 
practically every household in Korea 
is hard at work 
making 
cloth for 
Russia. It is sent to Moscow and oth­ 
er points and manufactured into uni 
forms, blankets, coverings and wrap­ 
pings. 
Korea also is making large quanti 
ties of boots and ammunition 
cases 
Major Papovski and another Russian 
officer have just arrived to take over
